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Be it enacted by the Legislatureof the Stateof Minnesota :

Secrion 1. The supervisors of the town of Minne-
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apolis, in the county of Hennepin shall have full power

, and authority to enact, publish, enforce, nlter, modify,
amend and repenl ull such ordinances, rules and by-
laws, as they shall deem expedicnt, for the purposes
following, to-witi: :

First—To compel the owner or ocoupant of any gro-
cery, cellar, tallow—chandler shop, sonp factory, tan-
nery, hog-yard or hog-pen, stable, barn, privy, sewer,
hide-ynrd and slanghter-house, market, or other un-
wholesome or nauseous house or place, to cleanse, re-
move, or abate the same from time to time, as may be
deemed necessary for the health, comfort and conven-
ience of the inhabitants of szid town. |

Sccond.—To direet the location and management of
slaughter-houses and markets in said ‘town, and to reg-
ulate the sale, storage, conveying and keeping of gun-

., powder and other combustible materiais.

Third.—To prevent the incumbrance of streets, side-
" walks, Janes or alleys, with curringes, carts, wagons,

Fourth.—To resfrain the running at large of cattle,
swine, sheep, horses, mules and poultry, and to author-
ize the impounding, distraining and sale of the same.

Fifth.—To prohibit the running at large of dogs,
and to authorize the destruction of the smne.

Sixth.—To prevent any person from bringing, de-
positing, or having, within the district hereinafter de-
scribed, any putrizf carcase or other unwholesome sub-
stance, and to require the removal of the same by any
person who shall have the same on his premises, or by
the person who shall have put the same thereon, or
from any street, lane, public square or allcy, #nd, on
default, to authorize the removal thercof, at the ex-
penge of such person so required to remove the same.

Seventh.—To make and establish public pounds,
and regulations touching the same.

Eighth.—To regunlate the burial of the dead, and to
muke such rules and regulations as they shall deem
proper, to prevent the introduction or spread of con-
tagious diseases.

WNinth.—To prevent all persons from doing any dam-
age to the sidewalks.
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Tenth.—To prevent open or notorious drunkenness
and brawling, and obscenity in the streets or pub-
lic places, and to provide for the arrcst and punish-
ment of all persons who may he guilty of the same.

Eleventh.——To prevent the dangerous construction
and condition of chimneys, fire-places, hearths, stoves,
stovepipes, ovens, boilers, boiler-stacks and apparatus
used in or about any building, and to cause the sume
to be placed iy a safe or sceure condition, when con-
sidered dangerous ; to prevent the deposit of ashes in
unsafe places, and the throwing of ashes in the strects
and highways ; to regulate and prevent the carrying on
of manufactories dangerous in causing and promoting
fires ; to regulate and prevent the use of fireworks and
firenrms, and generally to establish such regulations for
the prevention and extinguishment of fires as they may
deem expedient.

Twelfth.—To provide for the consfruction und main-
tenance of suitable sidewalks and strect crossings on
one or hoth sides of Hennepin avenue and Nicollet
strect, from the Suspension Bridge to Seventh street ;
on Washington avenue, from Nicollet street to Ames
strect ; and zlso on one or hoth sides of any other
street or strects, or part thereof, whenever two-thinds
of the residents residing on such street, or part there-
of, shall petition said board so to do, and in the sound
diserction of the board, the public good and conve-
